HE 29h of laft Month, the Mar- 

fhal de Villars had Advice, that there 

was Divifion among’ the  Ene- 

my’s Generals. To make Advan- 

tage of it, and not give them time 
to come to a better Underltanding, and to in- 
trench themfelves, he march’'d the 30th from 
Kretzingen, leaving the heavy Baggage at Dour- 
lach, to make the more Expedition. He had an 
Account in his March, thac the Enemy broke up 
at 4a Clock the fame Morning from Pforizheim, 
with fuch Precipitation, that they lefc there 600 
Bombs, and a great Number of Bullets, and had 
by thar Time reach’d Malacher on the Entz. In 
the Evening the Army advanc’d to Pforzheim, 
where they were oblig’d to halr, to wait for a Con- 
voy of Bread and Meal from Fort-Louis ; and which 
will be the laft that will be fent to them from Alface, 
becaufe the Contributions will fufficiently furnith 
them with Subfiftance. The 31ft the Marhhal de 
Villars march’d before, with the Horfe of the right 
Wing and all the Dragoons, to follow the Enemy 
and obferve their March. In the Caftle of Vaihin- 
gen on the Entz, he found a great Magazine of 
Meal, 40000 Weight of Powder, and a great Num- 
ber of Bullets, Bombs, and Grenadoes. He dif- 
cover'd by three of the Enemy’s Camps, that their 
Army confifted of 34 or 36 Battallions, and between 
65 and 7o Squadrons. The 1ft of this Month he 
advanc'd within 2 Leagues of Sturgard ; whereupon. 
the Dutchefs Dowager of Wirtemberg, who would 
not leave the City, fent a Gentleman to him to de- 
fire Suuvegardes, which were granted her ; and two 
Deputies of the Regency of the Dutchy of Wirrem- 
erg came to treat with him about the Contributions. 
which that Dutchy were willing to {ubmit to, and 
We are inform’d thofe Contributions were ferled at 
2 Millions. 200000. Livres. In Stutgard were found 
10000 Sacks of Meal, which the Marfhal de Villars, 
bad {ent order fhould be provided againft his coming. 
He is at prefent Mafter of the Neckar, which the 
Enemy have abandon’d, and are now at Schorndorf 
7 Leagues beyond Stutgard. They have fent 4 Bar- 
tallions to Ulm to reinforce the Garrifon, and fome 
others into other Places. Letters from Ratisbon of 


the 3orh paft, fay they complain’d there extremely 


that the Englith, Dutch, and the Emperour, without 
confulting the Princes and States of the Empire, 
tejected the Offers of Peace which ‘tis pretended 
Were. made Jaft Year on the Part of France. The

Difcipline, and takes Care that they be plentifully 
urnith'd with all things neceffary. He has ‘written

‘ome other Prifoners whom they detain’d contrary .. 


the Capitulation made with General Thungen, 


he fhould punith them moft feverely: But, that if 
they did not immediately fend him all thofe Pri- 
foners, he would deftroy with Fire and Sword, the 
Towns and Villages of their Territory for an Ex- 
ample.

Strasbourg, June 10. "Tis advis’d from Stuigard, 
that the Marthal de Villars keeps his Defigrs fo {e- 
cret, that even the Lieutenant-Generals and other 
General Officers under him know nothing at all of 
them. 6 Batrallions thac were garrifon’d in Fort- 
Kehl, here, in Haguenau, and in Fort-Louis, march'd 
Yefterday Morning towards Lauteibourg, becaufe 
the German Governours of Landau and Philipsbourg 
give our, that with their Garrifons they will make 
up a Body of about 10000 Men, and make fome 
Attempt on this fide.

From the Imperial Camp at Swabifch Gemund, Fune 
13. The Marfhal de Villars has his Head-Quarters 
fill at Stutgard, which is fil’d with his Troops. 
Our Army will continue here till the further Defigns 
of the Enety appear, that we may govern ourfelves 
according to their Motions. We fend out Parties 
continually for Intelligence, and they frequently 
bring in Prifoners. Tbe French Troops that were 
left in the Marquifate of Baden-Dourlach have re- 
joyn’d their Army : They committed no Diforders 
in that Country, but they every where extort heav 
Contributions of Provifions and Money. We cape 
Reinforcements. 

Heilbron, June 14. Ten Squadrons of French came 
Yefterday into the Neighbourhood of this City to 
forrage, which at firft occafion’d a great Alarm; 
but fome Horfe and 50 Burghers being fent out to 
view them, they retir’d. We live here between Fear 
and Hope, and Men are kept at Work Day and 
Night to cleanfe our Ditches and to fortify the 
weakeft Parts of our Walls, that we may be in the 
better Condition of Defence. We cannot difcover 
yet whether the Enemies Defign be to penetrate into 
Bavaria; but ‘tis doubted, becaufe we do not fee 
they have taken any Meafures to fecure their Re- 
treat in Cafe of Neceflity ; and befides, ‘tis prefum’d 
they will hardly engage fo far into Germany, before 
they fee how Affairs are like to.go in Dauphine and 
Provence. Part of their Army is encamp’d near 
Canftar, andthe Troops that joyn’d them from the 
Marquifate of Baden-Dourlach are fent to Eflingen, 
in Order to their paffing the Neckar when it fhali be 
judg’d proper. The Duke of Wirtemberg has nor 
yet joyn’d the Imperial Army , but keeps with his 
Troops in the Black Forreft.

The States 
have written « Létter to that King upon the Affairs 
of Germany, in which they are very urgent wich 
him to fet 4 generous Example to the reft of the 
Princes of the Empire, by fending a good Body of 
Troops to fuccour the diftrefs’d Circles and drive 
the Enemy back to their own Country. *Tis very 
much defir'd here; that the Court of Hanover would 
likewife exertthemfelves:And’tis certain nothing could 
induce England and Holland to let the Saxons Troops 
in their Pay ferve in Germany, more than to fee the 
Princes of the Empire make diligent Efforcs; fuitable 
to thgir Abilities, on this Occafion.
